TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  GRXMSBf  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL:; - 

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you,  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  activities  of  the  Port  of  Immingham  for  i960, 

I have,  this  year,  in  view  of  the  growing  size  and  importance 
of  the  Port,  made  ishis  report  under  a separate  heading. 

There  has  teen  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  vessels 
arriving,  of  243  (an  increase  of  377  ships  from  foreign  ports,  and  a 
decrease  of  135  from  British  ports).  This  trend  is  also  continuing 
during  1961  with  more  direct  cfUlla  cargoes  from  abroad  rather  than 
’part8  cargoes  from  other  British  ports. 

Our  Rib lie  Health  responsibilities  with  regard  to  the  port 
consist  of  three  main  duties,  viz,, 

(i)  The  prevention  of  the  importation  of  certain  infectious 
diseases  (smallpox,  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus 
or  relapsing  fever).  Each  week  I receive  a list  of  ports 
in  which  these  diseases  are  present,  and  thea  I issue  to 
the  personnel  of  H,M,  Customs  and  the  Humber  Pilots,  a 
list  of  these  “infected  ports'.  All  .ships  coming  from 
such  ports  are  boarded  by  me  and  inspected  as  soon  as 
they  arrive j 

(ii)  Inspection  of  ships  for  rats  (to  prevent  the  importation 
of  plague) g and 

(iii)  Hygiene  of  ships  and  inspection  of  crew  accommodation  and 
ships  stores  (including  water  supply). 

Details  of  this  work  can  be  found  within  the  body  of  this 

report, 

Dae  to  a general  .improvement  in  Woffld  Health,  and  a certain, 
amount  of  luck  in  that  many  of  the  ships  coming  from  infected  ports 
went  to  another  United  Kingdom  port  first,  there  have  been  very  few 
ships  from  infected  ports  in  .1.960, 
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There  has  been  a good  and  close  co-operation  with  the 
Staffs  of  the  British  Transport  Commission,  H0M„  Customs  and  the 
Agents o 


I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Staff  of  the  Department,  Mr„  Watson,  Mrc  McNeil  and  particularly,
